Edmonton, April 21.—Above is 
the exact form for the ballot which 
will be submitted to the electors of the 
prevince some time during the coming.

Early Vote is Anticipated. 


Edmonton, Alta., Apl. 23.—No de- 
cision will be made for some time yet 
by the provincial government as to 
when the referendum on the liquor 
question, authorized by the legislature 
Saturday, will be taken. 


Premier Greenfield in making this 
statement to-day said the cabinet had 
not considered the matter, but he 
hoped to have a discussion on this 
and several other questions at a meet- 
ing of the executive council to be held 
some time during the present week 
if possible. 


While the premier declines to ven- 
ture a prophecy on the subject, it 
seems fairly certain to predict that 
the liquor plebiscite will be submitted 
to the electors before the first of Au- 
gust. There is a strong opinion in 
government circles that no good pur- 
pose will be served by delaying the 
liquor vote until the autumn, and in 
order to avoid the rush of harvest it 
is probable that the plebiscite will be 
held in the latter part of July. Pro- 
longing the campaign further than 
this would inevitably involve a much 
heavier charge upon the various ele- 
ments interested in the various forms 
of control outlined on the preferential 
ballot. 


Premier Greenfield expects to go 
east in the course of a week or so to 
discuss with federal officials a num- 
ber of matters, including the natural 
resources, coal rates and_ kindrer 
questions.—-Lethbridge Herald.

John R. Cowell, Clerk of the Alberta 
Legislature since the formation of the 
Province, died in Victoria on Satur- 
day, aged 74 years. Mr. Cowell’s 
death is deeply regrett ed in the pro- 
vincial capital. He was born in Liver- 
pool, Eng., served for 20 years as 
member of the House of Keys, Isle of 
Man; ,after coming to Canada waa’ 
several years in the newspaper busi- 
ness at Red Deer; was a man of eda- 
cation and ability; and he served this 
province in a capable manner from‘ its 
formation in 1896 down to the present 
time. 


1922 Busy Year in Oil Prospects 


During the year 1922 boring opera- 
tions for the discovery of oil and gas. 
were conducted in different districts in 
the province of Alberta, in the North- 
West Territories, the railway belt of 
British Columbia and some boring was 
done in the province of Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. 

Up to the end of the last calendar 
year, there had been about 230,000 
feet of drilling done in Alberta alone. 
The results have been the discovery 
and development of one of the greatest 
gas fields of the world, the output of 
which amounts to 180,000,000 cubic 
feet per day, and is used for domestic 
and industria Ipurposes in many of the 
towns and cities of southern Alberta, 


Hat and Calgary. 


.In addition to the gas wells there are | 


six wells producing oil in Alberta, all 


situated in the southern Alberta foot- | 
hills area, and one well in the North- | 


West Territories. The output fram 
the wells in southern Alberta is not 
large, but it has been found to be pro- 
fitable to operate them.

Under present conditions, it seems 
useless to expect a full recovery of 
agricultural price levels to anything 
like old levels.

CONSTITUTIONAL CRISIS 


The constitutional crisis which may 
mark the turning point in the history 
of the British in India has been pre- 
cipitated by a clash of powers at Del- 
hi between the executive and the Leg- 
islative Assembly, which has come to a 
climax with the passage of the budget 
by the Viceroy, Lord Reading, over the 
head of the elective lower house. Un- 
der the powers conferred on him by 
the Government of India Act, which 
came into force in 1920, looking toward 
the gradual establishment of a respon- 
sible Government, the Viceroy took 
this action after the Legislative As- 
sembly had repeatedly refused assent 
to the most important feature of the 
budget—the doubling of the salt tax 
which is always the most unpopular
